Madison has been approved for a 
federal grant to hire two new police 
officers, and Granite City Police Chief 
Dave Ruebhausen would like to be next 
on the list. 

The Madison officers were hired 
under the federal COPS grant program 
administered by the U.S. Department 
of Justice. The federal government will 
reimburse the city $150,000 over three 
years for the additional hires, U.S 
Rep. Jerry Costello, D-Belleville, 
announced last week 

Ruebhausen told the City Council's 
Police Committee Thursday that he is 
also applying for federal reimburse- 
ment to hire two additional officers. 

“What this boils down to is you get 
the feds to pay $150,000 over three 
years and the city picks up the rest of 
the cost,’” Ruebhausen said. The city’s 
portion over three years would come to 
$115,851, he said. 

Granite City currently employs 53 
sworn officers.

Minister recalls mission 
experience as memorable 


Travelers Abroad held its 
March dinner meeting at Jer- 
ry’s Cafeteria with 19 mem- 
bers and three guests — Mary 
Earls, Ruth Mesey and Frank 
Beatty — present. 

President Alice Purdes con- 
ducted a brief business meet- 
ing and the group voted to 
omit the May meeting since it 
would fall on Memorial Day. 
“Dinners for Two” at Jerry’s 
were won by Rose Marie 
Schmidt and Charles Schweiz- 
er. The April program by 
Charles James wi be on 
France with particular empha- 
sis on Paris. 

A moment of silence was 
held in memory of the late 
Mary Evangelauf, who served 
as the group’s president in 
1981-82. 

Purdes introduced Stumpe, 
an ordained minister in the 
Christian Church, Disciples of 
Christ. She is a native of Gran- 
ite City. She spoke on her 
experiences from 1962-68 as a 
missionary in Zaire. (Zaire 
was formerly known as the 
Republic of the Congo until its 
mame was chi red in the late 
1960's.) Zaire is about one- 
fourth the size of the United 
States 

The currént leader, Presi- 
dent Mobutu Seko, took over in 
1965 and immediately got con- 
trol as well as personally 
becoming money-hungry. 

Stumpe related that in 1964 
all of the missionaries were 
evacuated to a @eighboring ter- 


ritory and were there for three 
months beford) they could 
return. In 1992,“all Christian 


missionaries were removed 
from the country. 

There are no back-up. plans 
for the country after President 
Mobuto gives up his job and 
persons familiar with the coun- 
try fear there will be anarchy. 

When Stumpe first arrived in 
Zaire, she taught the children 
of the other American mission- 
aries. Later these students 
were sent to a different school

At 
that time, Stumpe started 
working with the native wom- 
en in the church, teachin 
them leadershi roles an 
methods, etc. She was there 
for three years, came home 
for a one-year furlough, and 
then returned for another two 
years 

At the time, electricity was a 
luxury. The electricity came 
on shortly before dark and 
remained on until 9 p.m. Dur- 
ing this brief time, doctors 
always performed their surger- 
i 


es. 

Speaking about their food, 
Stumpe said they tried to eat 
as the natives did but some 
things they just couldn’t touch 
The plant from which bread 
was made had to be soaked for 
two weeks before the bread 
could be made; it always tast- 
ed like eating an eraser. Many 
foods were cooked in palm oil, 
They had all kinds of citrus 
fruit and lots of bananas. If 
the missionaries wére going 
out to visit a family, the hosts 
would boil eggs for them 

After the missionaries left, 
the Africans with whom they 
had worked took over the 
church work and have done 
well. They have built another 
hospital and a new church as 
well as adding on the program 
of church work. Some of these 
present-day leaders are per- 
sons who showed promise and 
were sent to the U.S. for train- 
ing. Also, several were sent to 
Zambia to learn more modern 
housekeeping procedures so 
they could return to teach the 
other local ladies how to keep 
their homes.

How can this perform 
miratles? Well, it doesn't 
really, it just looks that 
way. Neat, crisp edges - 

hwhere ragged borders 
once were creates a whole 
new appearance that 
you'jl be amazed at. Try a 
roll for starters, on the 
spot that needs it most. 

There are many edging 
materi you can use, but 
we can’t think of any that 
are easier to install or are 
as inexpensive as ours. 

Concrete, railroad ties and 

patio blocks all make great 

edging, but they don't fit 
the same easy-to- 
all or price category. 


How easy to install? The 
only tools you'll need area 
Small hammer, a good 
cutter (heavy sc ors, tin 
snips or utility knife), 
small trowel and a length 
of rope. Garden hose can 
be.substituted for rope if 
you wish. 


‘Try to pick a sunny day... 
trust us, it does matter. 
Determine where the 
edging is to be placed. 

“Don't worry if it isn'ta 
“straight line, since Frank's 
edging can be curved to

While the edging is 
basking in the sun, take 
the trowel and ¢ asmall 
trench along the 
hose/rope line. The trench 
doesn't need to be too 
deep, about the thickness 
of the edging. The claw 
end of the hammer works 
if you don’t have a trow 
but it'll take a bit longer.

Is "For Sale By Owner" a smart idea? Maybe 

In a good real estate market such as today's, outwardly 
it seems relatively easy for an owner to Sell his house 
himself.
